Council will make plans to borrow 
money and proceed on a sidewalk 
program ‘(another much-needed ef- 
fort), A certain percentage of this 
plan will be paided back by rate- 
payers by means of a frontage tax.

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Soil Conservation 
And Weed Control 


Farmers should ot confuse 
anhydrous ammonia with liquid 
fertilizers that are usually applied 
with a 2.4-D type sprayer, advises 
Gordon KR, Sterling, Supervisor of 
Soil Conservation and Weed Con- 
trol. Alberta Department of Agri- 
culture. Such a liquid fertilizer 
may be applied with an ap lication 
of 2,4-D or separately. This type 
ot fertilizer has been tried by the 
Alberta Advisory Fertilizer Com- 
mittee and has not given signific- 
nt vield increases. R 

Anhydrous ammonia is a nitro- 
xen. carrying fertilizer containing 
approximately 80° nitrogen. It is 
rather a cheap form of nitrogen 
and has been used extensively in 
the United States. A limited num- 
ber of applications have been made 
in Alberta. Several were made 
last fall. This type of fertilizer 
appeared to give as good results 
as any nitrogen fertilizer providing 
the rates of nitrogen applied were 
the same. 

Gaseous ammonia when  com- 
pressed goes into liquid form. Thus 
this material has to be delivered to 
the farm in tanks which will stand 
up to 200 pounds pressure This 
material is released through pipes 
as a gas and is delivered immed- 
jately behind a cultivator tooth 
which will make a small opening 
n the soil, The nitrogen delivered 
to the soil is in practically the same 
form as the nitrogen from decay- 
Ing organic matter. 

When organic matter decom- 
poses ammonia is formed and the 
nitrogen of the ammonia attaches 
itself to the soil particles where 
bacteria change it to a nitrate 
which can be used as plant food. 
The applied ammonia reacts in the 
sume way as the ammonia formed 
from the decomposition of organic 
matter. 

Supplements Necessary 

Beef cattle losses have been high 
in the past 3 years due to Vitamin 
\ deficiency, according to Dr. J. G. 
O'Donoghue, Extension Veterinar- 
ian, Alberta Department of Agri- 
culture. These losses can in gen- 
eral terms be related to the qual- 
ity of winter feed, he says. Green 
rowing plants contain this vitamin 

1 adequate amounts and there is 
little danger of a deficiency when 
animals are on pasture. In winter 
hay is the only natural source, and 
it it is of poor quality the Vitamin 
A content will be low. Such is the 
cause this year in many areas 

This vitamin is essential for ani- 
mal health. It pays an important 
role in maintaining the health of 
the membranes lining the digestive 
und respiratory tracts. It is often 
referred to as the anti-infection vit- 
umin, 

Symptoms of Vitamin A defici- 
ency vary somewhat according to 
the severity of the deficiency and 
the time of life at which it occurs. 
New born calves may be weak and 
predisposed to disease. This ex- 
plains why animals suffering from 
a deficiency of Vitamin A often die 
of pneumonia or scours. Scours in 
beef calves is almost always a sign 
of this deficiency. Night blindness, 
watery eyes or even cye opacities 
are commonly observed. In some 
causes a calf may appear normal at 
birth but suddenly develop degrees 
of blindness, incoordination, a 
staggery gait and may even dro 
in convulsions with legs and nec 
rigidly extended. These symptoms 
can occur any time during the first 
3 months and even later. Thus the 
importance of a diet adequate in 
Vitamin A for the pregnant and 
nursing cow is seen, 

In yearlings blindness is often 
observed, though the animal may 
appear normal in all other respects. 
This blindness is caused by pinch- 
ing of the nerves of the eye by the 
bones of the skull, It is perman- 
ent. 

Under normal circumstances Vi 
tamin A deficiency will not occur 
where good quality hay, particular 
ly legume hay is being fed. If the 
quality of the hay is doubtful, Dr 
O'Donoghue urges livestock men to 
provide a Vitamin A’ supplement 
for pregnant and nursing cows and 
in some cases for calves. It will 
help prevent those expensive loss-

Change In Marketing 

Over 5! million pounds of evis- 
corated turkey were imported from 


the United States into Canada last 
year. If Alberta producers hope to 
riaintain a market for their pro 


duce they must meet this competi- 
tion with a similar product, 

Good progress was made last 
year on converting the industry to 
un eviscerated or  ready-to-cook 
husis of marketing, says Robert H. 
McMillan, Alberta’s Poultry Com- 
missioner, but the job is by no 
means finished. The eviscerating 
plant capacity in the province was 
almost doubled in 1954 and earlier 
marketing considerably increased 
1,101,000 Ibs, of turkey were evis- 
cerated, This represents 17% of 
the total crop and an increase of 
uu% over the volume of turkey 
eviscerated in 1953. 

To adequately meet this outside 
competition evisceration must be 
increased even more, Mr. McMillan 
advises, This means a change in 
feeding and management such that 
turkeys can be finished and mar- 
keted more uniformly over a 4 or 
4 month period starting in Septem- 
ber. Ample time is then allowed 
for processing and freezing. 

Mr. MeMillan urges poultry pro- 
ducers to take the necessary steps 
in their production program to en- 
sure early marketing — purchasing 
early turkey poults, feeding for 
rapid development and final fin- 
ishing.
